New Zealand took an 
early lead through Alan Vest, 
now coach of Newcastle KB 
United, but when substitutes 
Ray Baartz, Adrian Alston and 
Branko Buljevic came _ on, 
Australia coasted to a 3—1 vic- 
tory.

The eventual winner was 
Queensland which beat North- 
ern New South Wales in the 
final and collected 1000 
pounds 


The Tasmanian team was 
M. Roussos, C. Kelly, H, Rob- 
ertson, A. Goodman, I. Gjur- 
buzovic, J. Scally (captain and 
coach), H. Zoetsch, R. Girling, 
E. Huddlestone, H. Streit (still 
playing. for Launceston Juven- 
tus), H. Pattison, P. Wood, J 
Wallace and J. Compagne. Jim 
Meehan was manager 


A direct air link between 
Tasmania and New Zealand 
was Started last year. This, it 
is hoped, will benefit the tou- 
rist industries of both places 

Perhaps it may also re-es- 
tablish and kindle the soccer 
link between the islands that 
was first forged in April 1965 
Let us hope that we will soon 
see a two-way flow of soccer 
teams, something that can 
only help to develop the game, 
both in Tasmania and New

Dutchman Massa 
caught between 


warring nations

Canberra City’s tall Dutch midfielder John 
Massa is caught between the prejudices of 
two warring nations when he tries to assess 


the 


comparative World Cup _ qualifying 


chances of Australia and New Zealand. 


If he talks to Canberra's 
Kiwi international keeper 
Richard Wilson, Massa is 
tempted to favor the Kiwis’ 
qualifying chances but when 
he talks to Canberra's Austral- 
jan Squad striker Walter Vale- 
ri, the tall Dutchman isn’t sure 
which country has the better 
chance 


But Massa is sure of one 
thing. No national squad in 
Western Europe would try out 
&@ players in 20 months like 
Australian coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf did 

“In Holland we have a squad 
of 22 which is cut down to 
about 16 before the match,” 
said Massa 

“We have the same squad 
for the next match, with the 
exception of injured players. 
You see, the attitude over 
there is that if a good player 
gains experience at inter- 
national level he has the 
chance to become even better. 

“On the other hand I should 
point out that Mr. Gutendorf 
probably doesn't know all the 
players here. 

“Distance is a major prob- 
lem in Australia. In Holland 
you can travel everywhere by 
car and you can see many 
games, And of course the tele- 


vision coverage of European 
soccer in Holland is very 
good.”” 

Massa’s team mates, Wilson 
and Valeri, have a friendly 
jibe at each other during Ca- 
nbderra's training sessions 

Valeri thumps a shot past 
Wilson who is told that the 
same thing will happen on 
Anzac Day in Auckland, 

But it’s good natured fun 
Part of Canberra's drive 
toward the top of the PSL is 
due to the harmony between 
first-team squad members. 

Massa is struggling to fight 
his way into the first eleven 
after an excellent showing in a 
practice match against Black- 
town before the season start- 
ed 


“ just have to be deter- 
mined to win a place,”’ he said. 


“I have to train hard and 
convince the trainer that I de- 
serve a chance in the side 
rather than sitting on the 
bench.” 

Massa joined Canberra this 
year by chance. 

He visited his brother-in-law 
last December. Massa’s wife 
is Australian born. 

Shortly after his arrival he 
met Wilson who is engaged to 
a relative of Massa’s wife. 


The pair talked about Dutch 
soccer as Wilson had been with 
Dutch First Division club 
Feyenoord for nine months. 

Wilson suggested Massa 
come with him to a training 
session. It was there that Ca- 
nbderra coach George Murray 
told Massa that he wanted to 
sign him. 

Massa returned to Holland 
and went to the Australian em- 
bassy in The Hague. He gained 
a visa aS a temporary resi- 
dent, then returned’ to 
Canberra and signed with Mur- 
ray’s side. 

After he had been seen 
against Blacktown everyone 
wanted to know about the tall 
Dutchman. 

Massa was 10 when he 
joined NEC in Holland as an 
amateur 15 years ago. 

When he was 15 he signed 
for First Division club Telstar 
as a professional along with 
three other youngsters from 
his home town Nijmegen, near 
the German border. 

For a year the youngsters 
travelled to Telstar’s training 
five days a week. It was the 
kind of professional outlook 
which Massa believes is miss- 
ing in developing young 
players here. 

“When I was 14 I was train- 
ing four times a week for an 
hour and a half each session. 

‘Australian boys seem. to 
Start getting a taste of profes- 
sionalism when they are about 
15 or 16 and even then they 
only train perhaps twice a 
week.”’ 

But after a year the other 
three Nijmegen youngsters

weren't signed on by Telstar. 
Massa was but he couldn't 
share the four-hour driving 
burden to and from the train- 
ing ground with his three 
friends. The burden proved too 
great. After another year he 
left Telstar and returned to 
amateur status in his home 
town 

Then came the visit to Aust- 
ralia and his chance meeting 
with Wilson. 

Massa found Australian 
soccer to be similar to British 
soccer, with its emphasis on 
physical aspects. 

“The standard of the PSL is 
quite good but you hardly 
could compare it with Eu- 
ropean soccer,"’ he said. 

“The game in Europe has 
much more emphasis on tech- 
nique. 

“It's the same difference 
between English and Dutch 
soccer. 

‘English soccer is very phy- 
sical whereas Dutch soccer is 
more skilful, with the empha- 
sis on bal] playing. 

“The way I see things in 
Europe now is that the East- 
ern European sides are emer- 
ging as top teams. 

“That’s because they have 
found a good blend between 
the physical and ball playing 
aspects of the game.” 

“To prove the point I am 
making about the difference 
between English and Eu- 
ropean soccer just watch lead- 
ing English First Division club 
Ipswich. 


“It has two Dutchmen in the 
first team, Franz Thijsen and 
Arnold Muehren, and whene- 
ver they are on the ball they 
are shown a great deal of re- 
spect. They seem to have so 
much time to do whatever they 
want with the ball.” 


But Massa has been impres- 
sed with the skill of PSL club 
Sydney Olympic. 

“T can’t believe that Olym- 
pic is low down the ladder be- 
cause it is the most skilful side 
I’ve seen here. 

“It has the right blend. It is 
hard at the back, hard and 
creative in midfield and fast 
and skilful up front." 

Massa mainly has mixed 
with soccer people during his 
stay here. He’s umemployed 
but is looking for a job. His 
wife works as a hairdresser. 
What does he want from Aus- 
tralian soccer? 


“Well, first of all I want to 


play in the Canberra side 
which wins the PSL 
championship. 


“‘A lot depends on getting a 
job and how things go with my 
family life here but right now 
I'm looking at staying here for 
four, perhaps five years. 

“The weather’s great and 
everyone I've met has been 
good to me.” 

And a last word on Massa’s 
dilemma — Australia or New 
Zealand? 


“Pve played against some of 
the Australian players and 
they are very good. But I don’t 
know what the result will be. 
We'll all have to wait and 
see.”’

For a striker to survive a couple of years in the perpet- 
ual obstacle course that constitutes the lower divisions 
of the English League is a considerable achievement.

Bionic Man would be proud of. 

Born in Stoke-On-Trent, Mountford made his debut for Third 
Division Port Vale, the City’s “‘second club", at Fulham in 1970. 

At the time Vale, captained by former KB United stalwart Bill 
Summerscales, was a solid, middle-of-the-table outfit, 

The, presence of Irish international striker Sammy Morgan 
restricted Mountford’s first team appearance and it wasn’t until 
Morgan's transfer to Aston Villa in 1973 that he became a regular 


member of the Vale forward line. 


It was the “Valiants” subsequent insistence upon playing him 
in midfield that led to a transfer request, and after Joan periods at 
Scunthorpe United and Crewe Alexandra he joined Rochdale and 
thus commenced a seven-year stint in the Fourth Division. 

Mountfurd was leading goalscorer in each of his three seasons 
at Rochdale before transferring to Huddersfield Town in 1977.

A local coach would have 
known the players and their 
abilities. Gutendorf only could 
rely on other people’s advice, 
which he did and still does, or 
on watching club games. 


The difficult process has re- 
sulted in mistakes, For exam- 
ple, .Gutendord made Ivo 
Prskalo his No. 1 choice as 
libero for two years, even 
though Prskalo was as old as 
Jimmy Rooney, who was dis- 
carded by Gutendorf because 
he was “‘too old’’. Now Prskalo 
is out and a new man has to fill 
the position. 


John Coyne was described 
by Gutendorf as ‘Australia’s 
Nobby Stiles’’ but he was dis- 
carded when Gutendorf de- 
cided the midfielder wasn’t 
good enough. 

Roberto Echeverria of Bris- 
bane City and Stuart Baxter 
of South Melbourne Hellas 
were in the squad even though 
they were not naturalised and, 
indeed, returned to their 
home countries soon after- 
wards, 

Phil O’connor, clearly one of 
Australia’s finest forwards, 
was discarded after the China 
tour over a couple of indiffer- 
ent performances, yet he is 
back in form and clearly a 
player who fits Gutendorf's 
mould better than O'Connor's 
APIA team-mate Sebastian 
Giampaolo. 
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Gary Cole 

And despite his belief in 
youth, Gutendorf discarded 
one of Australia’s best young 
defenders, Arno Bertogna, 
over one or two ordinary per- 
formances on tour last year. 

On the credit side, however, 
he brought Eddie Krncevic, 
Steve Hogg, Greg Woodhouse, 
Peter Katholos, Steve Blair 
and John Spanos into the 
national A squad after having 
coached them in the youth 
team. All will be key players 
In future World Cup cam- 
paigns, depending on their own 
dedication. 

And what of Gutendorf’s 
style of play? 

His critics say he has none. 

However, he explains it this 
way: when defending, we pick 
up opponents tightly, to the 
extent that even the forwards 
follow opposing defenders and 
stop them from being creative. 
When we win the ball we 
attack in quick breaks, using 
speed and aggreession. Slow 
build-ups are out! They give 
the opposition too much time 
to gather in defence. 

But whatever the style of 
play, it can be effective only if 
it is well-rehearsed with the 
same set of players who know 
each other's strengths and 
weaknesses. 

The team that will take the 
field on Saturday is likely to in- 
clude at least two new men — 
Katholos and John Kosmina 
who despite one half game 
against New Zealand in 1979 
and a few minutes against 
Northern Ireland last year, 
has been absent from the 
squad for three years. 

Still, Gutendorf is supreme- 
ly confident of victory. He 
says that victory will answer 
his critics much more effecti- 
vely than his own words can. 

Gutendorf says he is not 
sure what his team will be. It’s 
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Brian Turner 
more likely that he just 


doesn’t want to show New Zea- 
land his hand. 


He didn't think Jim Tansey 
looked sharp enough against 
Marconi last Sunday so now 
he’s toying with the idea of 
playing Alan Davidson as left 
back instead.

For Kosmina, a veteran of 
Australia’s last World Cup 
campaign, being recalled to 
the national team must seem 
like a rise from the dead. 

After being one of the stars 
of Australian soccer and sign- 
ing for top English club Arse- 
nal, Kosmina must have 
thought his return to South 
Australia would mean an 
almost immediate resumption 
of national team duty. 

But gradually Kosmina 
became remembered for his 
past. He fell out of favor with 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf 
and his club side West Adel- 
aide struggled in the PSL. 


But a few months later he 
had joined Sydney City for 
$20,000 and was back on the 
goal trail which earned his 
place in the Socceroo squad. 


Wii] he be nervous as he 
dons the green and gold on Sat- 
urday and prepares to run onto 
the field to play for his coun- 
try? 

“Well, it’s been so long 
since I played for Australia 
that I can't remember wheth- 
er or not I get nervous,”’ he 
quipped 

Kosmina’s experience in the 
cauldron of World Cup soccer 
on foreign shores should prove 
invaluable to the Socceroos. 


“It’s a different sort of pres- 
sure in a World Cup game. It’s 
not something you can put into 
words. You have to experience 
it to get used to it,”’ said Kos- 
mina, 


And what of the recent camp 
which the Socceroos have been 
involved in? Many people have 
slammed Gutendorf’s com- 
mando-like training. 


“I haven't found the training 
camp that hard, just tedious.

“You're at it all the time.

Paul Breitner, the stylish 
Bayern Munich midfield player, 
is to return to the West German 
national team after nearly five 
years, national team coach Jupp 
Derwall said this week.

Germany in November 1975, and vowed 
never again to play for his country be- 
cause he felt he had been unjustifiably 
criticised for the team’s failings.
